Her years of dedication to 
the Virgil Business 
Association and organizing 
the Virgil Stampede have 
earned Snider the tide of 
Citizen of the Year, presented 
by the Niagara-on-the-Lake 
Chamber of Commerce at 
Tuesday’s Spirit of Niagara 
award night. 

VBA member Dennis 
Dick, who has worked with 
Snider and other Virgil busi¬ 
ness people on many of the 
more than 40 annual stam¬ 
pedes, presented the Lord 
Mayor's Award of Excellence 
to Snider on behalf of Dave 
Eke, who was out of town. 

Snider, he said, has been 
the VBA’s only secretary and 
treasurer since 1966, and 
every year runs the stam¬ 
pede, co-ordinating organi¬ 
zations and volunteers—an 
undertaking that is usually a 
five-person committee 
responsibility, he said. 

She has never charged for 
mileage or fuel, and recently, 
when the old typewriter she 
uses to type up minutes of 
monthly meetings wore out, 
she paid for a new one her¬ 
self, refusing any assistance 
from the VBA treasury, said 
Dick.

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Drinking to be closely monitored

A meeting called to give 
residents a chance to dis¬ 
cuss theupcomingTragically 
Hip concert on the 
Commons drew only about 
a dozen people and a hand¬ 


ful of questions Wednesday. 

It was also an opportunity 
for one of North America's 
largest concert production 
companies to explain plans 
in more detail—for exam¬ 
ple, how alcohol consump¬ 
tion in a crowd of 20,000 
people will be handled. 

EUiott Lefko, vice-presi¬ 
dent of AEG live and 
Goldenvoice, the company 
producing the five-band 
concert to be held at Buder's 
Barracks June 30, said a pri¬ 
vate security firm with expe¬ 
rience at similar events will 
be hired to patrol the crowds. 
Security and police will also 
patrol the areas where alco¬ 


hol will be sold and even the 
parking lots to make sure 
people don't arrive at the 
concert after drinking at tail¬ 
gate parties. Security will 
also ensure no alcohol will 
be brought on to the prem¬ 
ises, he said. 

Those of legal age to drink 
will receive a wrist band, 
and a maximum of two 
drinks will be served at a 
time. 

"We do our best to help 
people have a good time, 
but we want to be responsi¬ 
ble," said Lefko. "Your con¬ 
cerns are our concerns." 

The concert organizer 
said Tragically Hip singer

Restrictive sign 
W bylaw doesn't 
make sense in 
^ St. Davids, 
councillors hear 


For 15 years, Country 
Cravings has been serving 
sandwiches, baked goods 
and coffee in St. Davids. 

And for 15 years, the 
store owners have put a 
sandwich board sign out 


on the sidewalk in front of 
the store to appeal to new¬ 
comers to the area. 

The quaint little general 
store, gift shop and deli 
acts as a bit of a meeting 
place for locals, but it also 
appeals to visitors who may 
be traveling to Niagara-on- 
the-Lake through St. 
Davids, and to truckers and 
other travelers heading to 
the highway. It’s a great 
place to pick up a snack, a 
quick but tasty meal or a 

Until last August, when a 
bylaw officer from the town 
paid a visit to St. Davids, 
telling business owners in 


the village to get their out¬ 
door signs and banners 

Angi Smatana, owner of 
Country Cravings for the 
last eight years, did what 
she was told, and for about 
six months, refrained from 
putting her sandwich board 
sign out on the sidewalk. 

But by the new year, she 
realized how much busi¬ 
ness she was losing. She 
has always sold Christmas 
gift baskets, but without a 
sign to advertise this holi¬ 
day season, her business 
was significantly reduced— 
and not only at Christmas, 
but in the months leading 


A regional survey indi¬ 
cates 10,000 cars travel 
through St. Davids, he said, 
but they won't stop if there 
are not signs to tell them 
what's available. 

He asked the Town to 
have another look at the 
sign bylaw and perhaps 
come up with different 
rules for areas outside the 
Old Town—to put an end to 
the “one bylaw fits all” 
mentality. 

He also asked for a grace 
period for village business¬ 
es while the bylaw Is 
reviewed. 

Councillors supported 
his request, agreeing that 
the Town should have 
another look at its bylaw, 
and that a committee be 
formed to consider appro¬ 
priate signs not only for St. 
Davids but for all NOTL 
communities. 


Long-time St. Davids resident Bob Gill 
hopes the Town will understand that 
signs such as the sandwich board for 
Country Cravings owner Angi Smatana 
puts out every morning, and the wine

up to it, she said. 

The regulars were still 
coming in, but the number 
of first-time visitors had 
declined. 

So she and her fellow 
business owners decided 
to rebel, and have put their 
signs back out. 

Meanwhile, they appoint¬ 
ed long-time St. Davids 
resident Bob Gill to 
approach the town and ask 
for an exemption to the 
Town’s sign bylaw, which 
he did. 

Gill is at Country Cravings 
most mornings at 6:30 a.m. 
for a dose of local gossip 
along with his coffee—it’s a 
great place to 
meet up with 
neighbours and 
find out what’s 
going on in the 
village, he says. 

So when he 
heard that since 


a bylaw officer “rode 
through town” one day last 
summer and heavy-hand¬ 
edly removed signs, several 
businesses have suffered 
from lack of sales, he want¬ 
ed to help. 

Business owners were 
hoping the Town would 
reconsider the bylaw as it 
applies to St. Davids, and 
Gill offered to ask for con¬ 
sideration. He would hate 
to lose his morning coffee 
shop, or any of the other 
stores in the village, he 
said. 

Gill was at council last 
week to say that the bylaw, 
designed to protect the 
heritage look of the Old 
Town, shouldn’t apply to 
St. Davids. It’s too restric¬ 
tive and unnecessary. 
Businesses in the village 
rely on the through-traffic, 
and without signage, 
they’re losing sales, he

She was instrumental 
in drafting the VBA’s con¬ 
stitution and has done 95 
per cent of the back¬ 
ground work of the stam¬ 
pede since 1966, he said, 
adding that this month 
marks her 88th birthday.

the community and for 
demonstrating good cor¬ 
porate citizenship.

Western Inn, has been 
recognized with many 
prestigious trade awards

Don't pay garbage fee hike—recycle 


The Niagara Regional public 
works committee is considering 
doubling the charge for putting out 
more than one bag of garbage—up 
to $2. 

While some are outraged at the 
thought of a 100 per cent fee hike, 
others are equally indignant that 
there are households that can't recy¬ 
cle sufficiently to reduce their gar¬ 
bage to a single bag. 

Check the region's website for the 
list of items that cannot be recycled, 
and you may be surprised, even if 
you think you are conscientious 
about recycling. There isn't much 
that can't be composted or recycled. 

To those who say the fee hike will 


encourage garbage dumping on our 
rural roads—have a look on Taylor 
Road or when you go across Homer 
Bridge. It's happening anyway, and 
we don't think the price of the tag 
hasn't anything to do with it. 

The fee increase might encourage 
people to step up their recycling 
efforts. Admittedly, it might seem 
like a lot of work—at first. But it 
should become second nature, and 
as it does, it will for future genera- 

And if recycling seems like too 
much work, then $2 a bag is not too 
much to pay for being insensitive to 
our environment and our future by 
unnecessarily adding to our landfill.

Including both our front 


and backyards. Trees, 
bushes and shrubs not 
only provide a country set¬ 
ting, but form the habitat 
for various birds and 
squirrels whose antics we 
enjoy. I suggest that very 
often when people are 
looking to relocate to a 
town, die housing area 
they choose can be the 
one with the most pleasing 

This view can be from 
the back deck of a house 
rather than the front 
porch. Therefore I strongly 
agree with the previous 
news item and letter to 
editor that some sort of 
regulation or bylaw should 
be enacted by our town 
council which will protect 
trees on private property 
from unrestrained destruc¬ 
tion without the input of 
neighboring properties 
and the granting of per¬ 
mission of a regulatory 
body or person of authori¬ 
ty- 


It may be of some inter¬ 
est to learn the City of 
Toronto has such a by-law 
which can be found at 
www.toronto.ca/faq/trees. 
htm it is known as 
Toronto's Private Tree 
Bylaw. 

It makes interesting 
reading and is not very 
long, it includes an appli¬ 
cation fee of $100 per tree, 
and there are fines of $500 
and up to $100,000 per 
tree for any person con¬ 
victed of an offence under 
this by-law. 

So not only would there 
be protection of our green 
spaces, there is a revenue 
opportunity for our town 
should our elected officials 
choose to be brave enough 
to implement such a regu- 

I believe that other 
towns and cities have simi¬ 
lar bylaws as well. Are any 
councillors interested?

Why are jet 
boats not a 
concern to 
Niagara Parks? 


It is wonderful to read 
that the Niagara Parks 
Commission (NPC) is pro¬ 
tecting their beautiful 
lands from carnival like 
activities and anything 
deemed as stunting. They 
are showing good steward- 


NPC has looked long 
and hard into the 
Wallenda proposal and 
have come to a decision 
and will allow Mr. 
Wallenda to walk across 
the Niagara River on a 
tightrope. 

This will bring an esti¬ 
mated 120,000 people on 
the site and hopefully will 
beef up the sagging tourist 
economy. The commis¬ 
sioners unanimously 
voted in favour of this 

NPC cheerfully facili¬ 
tates another tourist oper¬ 
ation, the Whirlpool Jet 
Boat Tours (WPJT), which 
sells tickets for a ride on a 
jet boat that screams up 
river every 15 minutes 
scaring the daylights out of 
any living creature along 
the shoreline. 

The NPC does not con¬ 
trol the river but they do 
control the road to the 

NPC has given WPJT 
sole use of this roadway. 
This NPC road was 
opened to the public for 
years. They have allowed 


WPJT to install gates at 
the top of the roadway for¬ 
bidding any other vehicle 
to use this road. NPC has 
given WPJT permission to 
cut down trees along side 
of this road to allow WPJT 
tour buses to pass by with 

Why was a decision to 
allow Mr. Wallenda to do 
his tight rope walk such a 
moral issue for the NPC? 

If they are so concerned 
for their mandate regard¬ 
ing their role to preserve 
and commemorate the

“We had never applied 
for it, never even consid¬ 
ered it,” said Kuczera, who 
wonders now if the Town 
missed the boat by not 
asking for funding for its 
Heritage Shuttle Service, 
which has been ferrying 
tourists from the Fort 
George bus parking lot to 
the Court House for more 


“It was never consid¬ 
ered a transit service. It 
might have been an oppor¬ 
tunity missed.” 

The availability of pro¬ 
vincial funding was a sell¬ 
ing point for municipal 
transit, he said, providing 
“a level of comfort in pro¬ 
posing this system,” but 
there is no guarantee that 
it will continue, or if it 
does, that funding will be 
available at the same level, 
especially as more munici¬ 
palities apply for a share. 

Start-up costs don’t 
qualify for provincial fund¬ 
ing, so the Town has to 
fund items such as new 
signs, the logo, the bike 
racks, communications 
and marketing, about 
$64,000, he said.

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Councillor calls for staff code of conduct to prevent tricky situations

Niagara-on-the-Lake is 
one of many municipalities 
to have a code of conduct for 
elected officials, but it has 
never been enforced—it has 
been written but not 
approved as a bylaw. 

Councillor Martin Mazza 
is frustrated that it sits on a 
shelf gathering dust, and also 
frustrated that there is noth¬ 
ing similar in place for 
employees, as was requested 


more than a year ago. 

Many municipalities have 
codes that govern the behav¬ 
iour of councillors, those 
who sit on municipal boards 
and committees, as well as 
city staff. 

The town’s code govern¬ 
ing council members was 
approved in September, 
2010, but won't become 
enforceable until a revised 
procedural bylaw, which 
incorporates the code of 
conduct, is completed and 
approved. 

In October 2010, Mazza 
asked, and received support 
of council, for a code that 
would govern employee con¬ 
duct 

He brought the lack of 
action on the 2010 council 
decision to the attention of 
councillors and staff at last 
week’s council meeting, and 
asked that it be considered a

priority. 

The town’s chief adminis¬ 
trative officer, Mike Galloway, 
agreed that staff would be 
asked to begin work on a 
report regarding a code of 
conduct for employees. 

Issues addressed in the 
code of conduct for elected 
officials and members of 
Town-appointed commit¬ 
tees include performing with 
diligence, transparency and 
integrity, conduct while rep¬ 
resenting the municipality, 
serving the public interest, 
the handling of confidential 
information, offers of gifts or 
other benefits, and adhering 
to council policies and pro¬ 
cedures. 

When it comes to staff, a 
code typically would address 
integrity, impartiality when 
conducting business, and 
treating customers—the res¬ 
idents of the municipality— 
with respect, which would 
include, says Mazza, return¬ 
ing phone calls and provid¬ 
ing answers to questions in a 
timely fashion. 

A code of conduct, says 
Mazza, clearly spells out the 
municipality’s expectations 
of its staff, calling for behav¬ 
iour that treats everyone 
equally. 

It should also address 
conflict of interest, which is 
an issue the Town has not 
faced when it comes to its 
employees and that has 
being called into question 
recently, says Mazza. 

He’s received questions 
and criticism from some res¬ 
idents about an employee 
with the town who is leaving 
to take a job with a local 
company that offers archi¬ 
tectural, engineering and 
planning services, and is 
engaged to work on projects 
that have come before the 
town. The employee, says 


Mazza, signed off on one 
such report within weeks of 
her departure. 

She hasn’t done anything 
wrong, he says—he isn't 
questioning her integrity. He 
is questioning why the 
municipality hasn’t set out 
guidelines to deal with situa¬ 
tions that have the percep¬ 
tion of being considered a 
conflict of interest. 


"This is frustrating,” says 
Mazza. 

"Now we have this situa¬ 
tion that could have been 
avoided.” 

When the town was look¬ 
ing at a code of conduct for 
politicians, a committee was 
formed with two town coun¬ 
cillors, two staff members, a 
lawyer and a resident to look 
at what other municipalities 


"I’d like to see something 
similar to look at staff con¬ 
duct,” Mazza said. 

"It’s been 16 months since 
that motion was passed, and 
nothing's happening. I 
wouldn’t necessarily expect 
it to be finished, but I would 
like to see it underway, oth¬ 
erwise it’s never going to get

Each new phase offers the opportunity for 
fresh eyes to reexamine the Master Plan in 
minute detail and discover opportunities on how 
it might be improved.To this end, in July of 2011 
we recruited three colleagues of Duany's, all 
established designers in their own right, to take 
into careful consideration the location and 
balance of the private and public spaces in the 
newest phase. Their driving motivation was to 
optimize the quality of life of those who live and 
visit The Village. Much of their attention focused 


on the opportunity of a signature triangular park 
which opens a vista through to Jackson-Triggs 
Winery and its vineyards. To complement this 
wonderful public space, the architects ensured 
the lot and new house types surrounding this 
park took full advantage of the view with 
gracious porches. In addition to sidewalks on 
both sides of the streets, interwoven through 
the plan are carefully placed pedestrian walk¬ 
ways creating unique intimate spaces that also 
act as short cuts for residents to walk to the 
shops and businesses at The Village Centre. 

The new house designs themselves are the 
product of an extensive reexamination of 
the heritage architecture of Niagara-on-the- 
Lake's Old Town. As we move away from The 
Village Centre, the density decreases and 
the architecture will become less formal. 

The six new house types include four 
single detached designs, and two semi¬ 
detached designs. 


Artists renderings for the new house designs and 
the site plan for the newest phase will be on 
display on Saturday, March 3. We invite everyone 
to come and celebrate with us over coffee and 
cupcakes as we release this newest phase!

One of Canada's greatest 
poets, who lived for a time in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake, will be 
celebrated at the Niagara 
Historical Society Museum. 

Monday, March 12 marks 
the 100th anniversary of 
Irving Layton, and NOTL will 
be participating in the nation¬ 
wide celebration of his life. 
Readings and gatherings are 
being held during February 
and March from St. John's, 
NFLD to Bowen Island, B.C. 

From 1979 tol982, Layton 
and his wife, Harriet Berstein, 
lived at 9 Castlereagh Street 
in NOTL. 

According to his biogra¬ 
pher, Elspeth Cameron, while 
in Niagara, the poet grew 
vegetables and referred to 
himself as 'Squire Layton.' 

He could often be seen 
holding court at the Prince of 
Wales Hotel. 

The NOTL celebration 
will be held at 7:30 p.m. at the 
NOTL Museum on 
Casdereagh, less than a block 
from where he lived 


The Laytons' house is no 
longer at 9 Castlereagh, but 
the owners of the current 
house, Gail Nagley and Alan 
Marcus, will share stories of 
meeting him when they 
bought his house, as well as 
photographs of the original 
building. 

f you have anecdotes or 
reminiscences about Irving 
Layton as a friend or neigh¬ 
bour and wish to tell or hear 
them, please join an informal 
gathering of readings, stories, 
and discussion. 

The evening will be in two 
parts: Starting at 7:30, poets 
Maja Bannerman, Gregory 
Betts, and Terrance Cox will 
read some of Layton's poetry, 
along with some of their 
own, and Elspeth Cameron 
will talk about Layton's child- 

After a short break, anec¬ 
dotes will be shared and Stan 
Skrzeszewski will lead a dis¬ 
cussion of Layton's work 
around the theme Poetry, 
Guilt and Freedom: The 


Works of Irving Layton. 

It is expected to be a lively 
evening and discussion, say 
organizers. 

"Ofthepoetswhoemerged 
in Montreal during [the early 
1950s], "Layton was the most 
outspoken and flamboyant. 
His satire was generally 
directed against bourgeois 
dullness, and his famous love 
poems were erotically explic¬ 
it," wrote his biographer. 

Irving Layton was the first 
poet to receive the Canada 
Council's Governor- 
General's Award for literature 
and was nominated for the 
Nobel Prize for Literature.

•Elspeth Cameron is a 
writer known for her biogra¬ 
phies of Canadian writers 
and poets, such as Irving 
Layton and Earle Bimey, and 
is a professor of English 
Literature at Brock 
University. 

•Terrance Cox, adjunct 
professorinBrockUniversity's 
Department of 

Communications, Popular 
Culture and Film, and 
instructorinthe Departments 
of Dramatic Arts and of 
Music, has taught across the 
spectrum of humanities at 
schools, colleges and univer¬ 
sities, in Canada and in Africa 
and the Middle East. He 
writes about popular music 
and is also a poet, editor, 
journalist and narrator. 

•Stan Skrzeszewski, a phi¬ 


losopher, author, consultant 
and librarian. He facilitates
